Course Left for Ruby 


DALLAS. Tex. (AP) — One of 
Jack Ruby's doctors said today 
it is not often possible to cure 
cancer by chemical treatment, 
although that appears to be the 
only course open in Ruby's 
case. 
Tliis opinion was expressed by 
Dr. Eugene Frenkel, a member 
of the Southwestern Medical 
School 
staff attending Ruby, 
killer of Lee Harvey Oswald. 
Dr. Jack Barnett, also on the 
staff attending Ruby, said that 
the general condition of Ruby is 
stable. Ruby feels reasonably 
well and is resting comfortably, 
he said. 
Barnett added that in the past 
24 hours X-ray examinations 
indicated that Ruby's lower in­ 
testinal tract was clear of can­ 
cer but examination of the chest 
is incomplete. 
Frenkel 
said the medical 
team looking after Ruby at 
Parkland Hospital expected by 
late today to determine what 
type of chemotherapy was best 


and to begin administering it at 
once. 
Doctors earlier ruled out sur­ 
gery and radiation treatment. 
Newsmen asked Frenkel if he 
considers Ruby's malignancy a 
terminal case. He declined to 
answer directly, but did say 
that “ a large number of tumors 
are active for years and not 
curable but also are not term i­ 
nal ." 
Asked about speculation that 
Ruby might not live more than 
10 to 14 days, Frenkel said: 
"That kind of rumor is incredi­ 
ble about even a known kind of 
tum or." 
Frenkel said specialists have 
not yet determined the primary 
source of Ruby's cancer. He 
said no further apparently mal­ 
ignant lung nodules had been 
found. 
Surgery was ruled out be­ 
cause the cancer had spread 
through to much of his body. 
The type of maligancy does not 
respond to radiation. 


Expect Spanish Voters to

MADRID, Spain (AP) — A 
huge turnout of voters today in­ 
dicated that Spain was approv­ 
ing liberalized 
constitutional 
changes proposed by General­ 
issimo Francisco 
Franco. It 
was only the second national 
vote in the 27 years of his 
dictatorship. 
With half of the 19,320,877 reg­ 
istered voters balloting within 
four hours after the polls opened 
jubilant officials said the heavy 
vote 
indicated 
support 
for 
Franco's 
amendments. Some 
said these will open the door to 
a future democratic monarchy. 
The officials based their op­ 
timism on the fact that the 
badly organized opposition had 
urged voters to boycott the elec­ 
tion. 
Franco appeared in good hu­ 
mor as he cast his ballot. When 
photographers asked him to re­ 
peat the act so they could get 
more pictures, he smiled and

Up Job 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Bill D. 
Moyers said today he is resign­ 
ing 
as 
President Johnson’s 
press secretary to become pub­ 
lisher 
and 
chief operating 
officer of the Long Island news­ 
paper Newsday. 
Moyers also 
announced the 
impending resignation of a sec­ 
ond 
$30,000-a-year Johnson 
aide, Jake Jacobsen, who has 
been serving as the President’s 
legislative • counsel. Jacobsen 
will return to private 
law 
practice in Austin, Tex. 
Moyers said he 
will be suc­ 
ceeded as press secretary by 
39-year-old Goerge Christian, 
who joined the White 
House 
staff last May after being press 
secretary to Democratic Gov. 
John Connally of Texas. 
Moyers will leave the 
White 
House Feb. 1, when Christian 
will take over his duties. 
Moyers, the most prominent 
member of the White House 
inner circle since the resigna­ 
tion earlier this year of Jack 
Valenti, 
said his resignation 
was prompted by "reasons of 
personal family obligations.” 
Jacobson, said 
"leave sometime 
of the year.” 
The impending 
Moyers had been reported pre­ 
viously by the New York Daily 
News and the Marshall (Tex.) 
News-Messenger. 
Harry F. Guggenheim, 
76 
whose late wife, Alicia Patter 
son founded Newsday in 1940, 
is 
the paper’s 
present pub­ 
lisher. 
Guggenheim was not 
avail­ 
able for comment. 
Miss Patterson ran the news­ 
paper until her death in 1963 
and built it into the 
largest 
suburban newspaper in 
the 
United States. 
Its 
circula­ 
tion is 415,000. 
The series of White House 
resignations 
doubtless 
will 
inspire 
renewed 
speculation 
about whether Johnson 
will 
seek reelection in 1968. 
Moyers 
was asked 
if the 
resignations of more than half 
a dozen top presidential aides 
during the past 18 months re­ 
flect any difficulty in working 
with the President. 
"I do not believe it reflects 
that,” he said, adding that so 
far as he knows each resigna­ 
tion was prompted by valid per­ 
sonal reasons. He said "all left 
with 
the President’s under­ 
standing and best wishes.” 
He 
said a 
published report 
that his own departure 
was 
prompted 
by 
dissatisfaction 
with the assignments Johnson 
has 
given 
him could not be 
further from the truth. 
One version is that 
Moyers 
has been unhappy over 
new 
White House voices on foreign 
affairs, an area in which he has 
been a presidential adviser. 
Moyers declined to discuss the 
compensation offered him 
by 
Newsday, simply saying, 
"It 
is adequate.” 
Asked if he will become apart 
owner of the prospering news­ 
paper, he said, "I don’t want to 
go into those m atters.” 
Moyers said Guggenheim will 
retain the title of editor in chief.

They are likely to cause the 
most controversy and mental 
strain on early adjournment 
for, added to them, will be new 
legislation to be proposed by 
the President, including

benefits 
and perhaps 
a tax 
boost. 
The President's authority to 
induct young men into military 
service has been extended pe­ 
riodically, the most recent ex­ 
tension having been for 
five 
years. There is wide disagree­ 
ment among congressmen over 
what form the next extension 
should take. The House Armed 
Services 
Committee already 
has started preliminary work 
on a new 
draft law and will 
make it its first order 
of 
business. 
Basic Selective Service law 
will continue 
effective after 
June 30 whether Congress acts 
or not. Youths becoming 18will 
have to register 
but the only 
men 
who 
can 
be inducted 


will be those who have 
held 
some 
type of deferment which 
has ceased. For most 
such 
men the age of liability 
has 
been 
extended through 
24 
instead of through 25. 
That committee also must 
come to grips early in the year 
over the over-all size of the 
armed forces. By permanent 
statute, the manpower military 
ceiling is 2,000,500 but a tempo­ 
rary law expiring June 30lifted 
that restriction to meet war 
needs. 
What to do about the Recipro­ 
cal Trade Act which allows the 
President to enter into trade 
agreements with other nations 
is a major headache bedeviling 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee. This act, whichisa 
major cog in the foreign policy 
machinery, has been on the 
books for many years, its latest 
extension having been for two 
years. 


The Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee also will be the prelimi­ 
nary battleground for any new 
Social Security or tax legisla­ 
tion that may be proposed. 
Authorization for continuation 
of the antipoverty program 
must be renewed if the program 
is to continue beyond June 30. 
Because of the heavy financial 
drain imposed by the war in 
Vietnam, the poverty program 
will be a prime target for bud­ 
get-cutters.

DETROIT (AP) — Ford Mo- 
tor Co. and American Motors 
today joined General Motors 
and 
Chrysler in announcing 
production cutbacks over the 
next few weeks to match lag­ 
ging sales. 
Ford was the last of the four 
major automakers to make the 
announcement, and it came at 
Chairman Henry Ford II’s an­ 
nual 
review-preview meeting 
with the press. 
American Motors, which has 
been having rough going in the 
marketplace with a loss of $12.6 
million for fiscal 1966, an­ 
nounced earlier today that it 
would cut back production dur­ 
ing the next two weeks. 
Ford said his company had 
reduced December and January 
production schedules by about 
22,000 
cars "to bring 
car 
stocks in the United States in 
line 
with 
present 
sales 
rates." 
Ford, GM and American Mo­ 
tors Monday announced their 
sales were down 10 per cent in 
the first 10 days of the month 
compared with the like period 
last year. But they said the 
sales rate was still the second 
best ever for the period. Only 
Chrysler, 
third-ranking auto­ 
maker, reported sales up over 
the record 1965 pace. 
Ford said about half of its cut­ 
back would be accounted for by 
less overtime.

There is no federal government agency which 
has eroded state rights more than the United 
States supreme court but Monday it avoided 
taking another step in this direction. 
By ruling that the Georgia legislature could 
pick the state’s governor the high court upheld 
the Georgia constitution. 
In the 5-4 decision the court held that there 
was no provision in the federal constitution 
dictating the method a state may use to select 
a governor. 
The Georgia constitution provides that 
the 
legislature choose between the two receiving 
the most votes when no candidate for governor 
gets a majority. 
Howard H. Callaway, the Republican nominee, 
received the most votes followed by Democrat 
Lester G. Maddox but a third candidate, former 
Gov. Ellis Arnall, also a Democrat, was given 
a sufficient number of votes to deny either of the 
two front-runners a majority. 
So, Maddox is likely to be selected governor 
by the Georgia legislature, controlled by 
the 
Democrats. 
It will be galling to Callaway to lose 
the 
governorship after polling more votes than any 
candidate in the election but both Democrats 
and Republicans across the nation will be glad 
to note that the nation’s highest court has upheld 
state’s rights for a change even though by the 
narrowest of margins. 
There is no denying that holding another election 
appears to be a more logical course but this 
course should not be dictated by the U.S. supreme 
court.

A three-day national conference on air pollution 
v|ilij>egin in Washington on Monday (Dec. 12).

becomes waste.” 
This is part of perhaps the 
most telling sentence of a report earlier this 
year by a National Academy of Sciences com­ 
mittee on pollution. It explains the sudden, be­ 
lated, and rather anxious eagerness to clear the 
air we breathe. 
The Health, Education and Welfare Department 
is 
conducting a long-planned three-day con­ 
ference in Washington on air pollution. On the 
day after that conference ends the National In­ 
dustrial Conference Board is sponsoring 
dis­ 
cussions of pollution in general in New York 
City. 
Prior to that, hearings will be held in New York 
City on the same problem. A meeting of 
the 
Interstate Sanitation Commission is scheduled 
for Dec. 21. 
And a regional air pollution con­ 
ference is planned for Jan. 3. 
THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT’S best estimate 
indicates that the annual economic loss resulting 
from uncontrolled air pollution is in the neigh­ 
borhood of $11 billion. 
The danger to public 
health is probably incalculable. The effects of 
pollution for persons exposed for years to car­ 
bon monoxide and other substances is difficult 
to evaluate. Experts believe that chronic bron­ 
chitis, emphysema, 
and lung cancer are as­ 
sociated with long-term exposure to polluted air. 
Even without the contributions to air pollution 
of modern industry and the combustion engine, 
the atmosphere would be full of waste. 
Ac­ 
cording to the 
National Academy, the atmo­ 
sphere in any event would carry “ volcanic dust 
and gas, wind-eroded soil, sea-salt nuclei, 
methane from marshes, hydrogen sulfide from 
decaying organic matter, 
certain radioactive 
materials, pollen, spores, and bacteria.” 
NEW YORK CITY and other areas in the North­ 
east escaped serious harm to health during the 
temperature 
inversion over the Thanksgiving 
holidays. But poluted air in the small industrial 
town of Donora, Pa., took 20 lives in 1948. In 
a severe London smog in 1952, 4,000 died. A 
statistical analysis of a two-week period 
of 
heavy pollution in November 1953 indicated that 
240 New Yorkers died as the result of smog. 
Los Angeles, St. Louis, and Pittsburgh, among 
other cities, have made considerable progress in 
controlling air wastes. Officials in Los Angeles 
are beginning to talk about the possibility of 
eliminating 
gasoline-powered 
motor vehicles 
from California by 1980. 
A strong air pollution law adopted in New York 
City last year provides for banning all 
new 
incinerators after two years. The program calls 
for upgrading of the existing 11 municipal in­ 
cinerators and 13,000 apartment house incine­ 
rators through improved controls. 
On a federal level, the Clean Air Act of 1963 
and its 1965 amendments ha. j provided new' tools 
to help attack the pollution that fouls the air we 
breathe. 
In a message of last Feb. 23, Presi­ 
dent Johnson declared: “We have begun to coun­ 
ter air pollution by increasing the tempo of ef- 
, 
mo.tk, 


forts at all levels of government. 
Cleansing the air will require great cooperation 
among governmental units. It will demand also 
the willing assistance - and abnegation from 
present processes - of private industry. The 
conferences that are coming up offer promises 
in that direction.

The need for painstaking investigation in police 
work and why poor and friendless people are 
afraid of law enforcement officers is illustrated 
by a case of mistaken identity in Des Moines, 
Iowa. 
The incident caused Robert S. Burlingame, 
formerly a newscaster for radio station WHO 
to live under a cloud of a false bank robbery 
for four months. 
Burlingame never despaired because 
his 
friends stood loyally by him. ' He was able to 
post bail and obtain his release from custody. 
The Iowan was arrested by a federal bureau 
of investigation agent on the basis of his re­ 
semblance to a composite sketch based 
on 
witnesses’ description of the bank robber. 
A 
bank teller identified him but subsequent events 
proved that this witness was mistaken. 
Burlingame was charged with the crime and 
released on $10,000 bail 
despite the fact that 
careful checking would have shown that he was 
not in the city and could not have robbed the 
bank. 
Months later the charge was dropped when a 
more thorough investigation proved that he was 
innocent. 
Granting that this was an exceptional case, it 
is a good question what would have happened to 
Burlingame had he been a poor man without 
friends or money. 
He would, at the minimum, 
have spent three months in jail in addition to 
the mental punishment he endured as a sus­ 
pected man. 
It would be comforting to believe that in any 
event he would have been freed by due process 
of the law but the innocent have been punished 
in this country before. 
It can always happen again even though in a 
majority of cases the guilty are brought 
to 
justice and in other exceptional cases they go 
free.

Washington Merry- Go - Round

WASHINGTON - The wheels 
of justice turn slowly, but they 
do turn if sufficiently prodded 
by the press. 
Almost two years ago - Jan. 
16, 1965 
to be 
exact - this 
column revealed that the Navy 
had sold 48 landing gear struts 
for only $11,700 but bought back 
the same struts three months 
later for $230,000. 
“ The middlemen who bought 
the struts from the Navy, and 
sold them 
back to the Navy, 
made a profit of 1,900 per cent 
in only three months tim e,” 
the column reported. 
The column gave details as to 
how the struts were purchased 
from the Navy by the Variety 
Cushion Company of Los Ange­ 
les, sold to the H. and H. A ir­ 
craft 
Company 
of Concord, 
Calif., for $60,000, then sold 
to California Iron and Metal of 
Oakland for $198,000, which sold 
them back to the Navy for $230,- 
000. 
In October, three of the in­ 
dividuals who parlayed 
this 
tremendous 1,900 per cent pro­ 
fit were convicted. They were 
David Henderson of the H. and 
H. 
A ircraft Sales 
Company, 
Alameda; 
Martin Hewus 
of 
the Variety Cushion Company, 
El Monte, and Merle D. L ar­ 
son of Concord, all in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Each was convicted on 
one count of conspiring 
to 
make false claims to 
the 
government. 
In addition, L ar­ 
son was found guilty of making 
a false statement to 
the 
government. 
Each count c a r­ 
ries a possible penalty of five 
years imprisonment. 
At the time of sentencing, how­ 
ever, Judge William Sweigert of 
the 
U.S. 
D istrict Court for 
Northern California made 
an 
amazing reversal. 
He 
ruled 
that the verdict reached by the 
jury was “ not sustainable” on 
the basis of the evidence pre­ 
sented, and he acquitted 
the 
three men.

wanted, but sold them for only 
$11,700 to a private middleman. 
The accused dealers have been 
convicted, then freed. 
But no 
action has been taken against

DRAFT AND ROULETTE 
The Selective Service system 
today operates notunlike Rus­ 
sian roulette. 
As a 
young 
man stands on the threshold of 
his future, Uncle Sam 
hands 
him a revolver. Five cham bers 
are marked “ deferred;” 
the 
sixth is loaded with a 
draft 
call. He spins the cylinder and 
takes his chances. 
The 
uncertainties 
and 
inequities in our conscription 
methods are creating a genera­ 
tion of draft dodgers. A refugee

Hoffa Told to Forget Power - 
He Can’t Run Team sters From 
Jail Cell. 
WASHINGTON, D.C. - During 
the eerie, sofcbing hours after 
the assassination of John Ken­ 
nedy, some of Bob Kennedy's 
intimates 
talked alternately 
softly and sternly with him about 
“ getting out of the line of fire.” 
Those were the exact words 
used. But the Attorney General 
stayed on amid the sustained 
uneasiness which had in part 
been whipped up by a melo­ 
dram atic report from a tough, 
free swinging Baton 
Rouge, 
La., Team ster official, Edward 
G. Partin in September, 1962. 
As Assistant U.S. Atty, Gen. 
Fred Vinson, J r ., related this 
to the Supreme Court on Oct. 
13, 1966, Partin had come to the 
Justice Dept., in Sept. 1962 and 
said that Jam es Riddle Hoffa 
had made plans to have 
Bob 
Kennedy 
murdered. 
The 
justices were aghast when Mr. 
Vinson added that lie detector 
tests had been given Partin and 
they indicated he wastellingthe 
truth. 
This is now part of the 
court record. 
It also is another bit of tu r­ 
bulence on the oceans of rea­ 
sons why Jim Hoffa positively 
will not run the Team sters’ 
Brotherhood from prison. 
The Team sters, to the muscle 
born, are weary over turbulence 
and violence on top. They are 
through with internal terror. 
They are sick of being afraid. 
They shudder at the recounting 
of the moment when Jim Hoffa 
stretched out both hands be­ 
fore him, clenched his fists, 
growled like a hungry 
night 
animal and sprang forward to 
sm ash at the face of Sam Baron, 
the only man inside the Team­ 
ste rs who had the guts to at­ 
tempt to keep his own spine and, 
self respect in place. 
Until the Monday morning Su­ 
prem e Court 
decision, 
the 
subalternate leaders in 
this 
massive distributive network 
were simply physically afraid 
of “ Jim m y.” 
They may have 
called him “ Champ” or “ the 
Kid,” but they knew of the 
Mafiosi and friends of the mob 
who stalked the land’s by-ways 
with Hoffa - in Detroit, Iowa 
City, Miami, New York and 
Chicago. 
They knew this crowd to be 
uglier than the garden variety 
pug-uglies of old fashioned “ ed­ 
ucational” committees. 
They knew it. 
They got to 
hate it. They wondered how they 
had gotten into it. Publicly they 
fawned over him. Privately they 
prayed for the Court to 
slam 
“ that door” behind him. 
And from the inside they could 
see what the public couldn’t - 
the 
awesome, 
passionate 
reaching for power which 
in 
tim e could rival that of the 
President of the U.’S. should it 
come to a showdown on the in­ 
dustrial front. 
Hoffa’s power baso is 
the 
national m aster freight agree­ 
ment - and the basic word is 
“ m aster.” It gives the Team­ 
ste rs’ president the authority 
to make a central agreement 


covering 450,000 over-the-road 
team sters. This Hoffa was - and 
is - set to link with local haulage * 
and intra-city carting. 
Slowly the contracts were to 
be worked over so they would 
expire on the same day. 
All 
deliveries of all kinds - 
and 
collections too. 
Milk and food 
and fuel and garbage. 
Every­ 
thing going in and out of 
the 
livelihood of a city, an economy, 
a nation. 
Yes, that’s how we Hoffa-olo- 
gists saw him evolve. He took 
power over the negotiations and 
the locals. He never thought the 
unthinkable. On the Friday be­ 
fore the Monday you could have 
gotten ten to five that the Court 
would free him, and then 
he 
would 
consolidate his power 
over all the team sters’ locals’ 
bargaining. 
Only some few 
“ supplements” to the contracts 
would be in the purview of tens 
of thousands of local team ster 
officials. 
With such control, and with the 
absolute power of the presi­ 
dency 
of 
the 
International 
Brotherhood of 
Team sters, 
Jam es Hoffa could decide 
the

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
There is no federal government agency which 
has eroded state rights more than the United 
States supreme court but Monday it avoided 
taking another step in this direction. 
By ruling that the Georgia legislature could 
pick the state’s governor the high court upheld 
the Georgia constitution. 
In the 5-4 decision the court held that there 
was no provision in the federal constitution 
dictating the method a state may use to select 
a governor. 
The Georgia constitution provides that 
the 
legislature choose between the two receiving 
the most votes when no candidate for governor 
gets a majority. 
Howard H. Callaway, the Republican nominee, 
received the most votes followed by Democrat 
Lester G. Maddox but a third candidate, former 
Gov. Ellis A m all, also a Democrat, was given 
a sufficient number of votes to deny either of the 
two front-runners a majority. 
So, Maddox is likely to be selected governor 
by the Georgia legislature, controlled by 
the 
Democrats. 
It will be galling to Callaway to lose 
the 
governorship after polling more votes than any 
candidate in the election but both Democrats 
and Republicans across the nation will be glad 
to note that the nation’s highest court has upheld 
state’s rights for a change even though by the 
narrowest of margins. 
There is no denying that holding another election 
appears to be a more logical course but this 
course should not be dictated by the U.S. supreme 
court. 
Where there is no conflict in the 
federal 
constitution or law the states have been per­ 
mitted historically to function in any way they 
saw fit but other recent high court decisions 
have sharply restricted the activities 
and 
functions of the states. 
It is gratifying to observe that the nation’s 
highest court still respects state rights in 
electing a governor.

THE AIR WE BREATHE 
A three-day national conference on air pollution 
Mf ill Jjegin in Washington on Monday (Dec. 12). 
(“3JDST, if not All, thai' man produces a od uses 
becomes waste.” 
This is part of perhaps the 
most telling sentence of a report earlier this 
year by a National Academy of Sciences com­ 
mittee on pollution. It explains the sudden, be­ 
lated, and rather anxious eagerness to clear the 
air we breathe. 
The Health, Education and Welfare Department 
is 
conducting a long-planned three-day con­ 
ference in Washington on air pollution. On the 
day after that conference ends the National In­ 
dustrial Conference Board is sponsoring 
dis­ 
cussions of pollution in general in New York 
City. 
Prior to that, hearings will be held in New York 
City on the same problem. A meeting of 
the 
Interstate Sanitation Commission is scheduled 
for Dec. 21. 
And a regional air pollution con­ 
ference is planned for Jan. 3. 
THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT’S best estimate 
indicates that the annual economic loss resulting 
from uncontrolled air pollution is in the neigh­ 
borhood of $11 billion. 
The danger to public 
health is probably incalculable. The effects of 
pollution for persons exposed for years to car­ 
bon monoxide and other substances is difficult 
to evaluate. Experts believe that chronic bron­ 
chitis, emphysema, 
and lung cancer are as­ 
sociated with long-term exposure to polluted air. 
Even without the contributions to air pollution 
of modern industry and the combustion engine, 
the atmosphere would be full of waste. 
Ac­ 
cording to the 
National Academy, the atmo­ 
sphere in any event would carry “ volcanic dust 
and gas, wind-eroded soil, sea-salt nuclei, 
methane from marshes, hydrogen sulfide from 
decaying organic matter, 
certain radioactive 
materials, pollen, spores, and bacteria.” 
NEW YORK CITY and other areas in the North­ 
east escaped serious harm to health during the 
temperature 
inversion over the Thanksgiving 
holidays. But poluted air in the sm all industrial 
town of Donora, Pa., took 20 lives in 1948. In 
a severe London smog in 1952, 4,000 died. A 
statistical analysis of a two-week period 
of 
heavy pollution in November 1953 indicated that 
240 New Yorkers died as the result of smog. 
Los Angeles, St. Louis, and Pittsburgh, among 
other cities, have made considerable progress in 
controlling air wastes. Officials in Los Angeles 
are beginning to talk about the possibility of 
eliminating 
gasoline-powered 
motor vehicles 
from California by 1980. 
A strong air pollution law adopted in New York 
City last year provides for banning all 
new 
incinerators after two years. The program calls 
for upgrading of the existing ll municipal in­ 
cinerators and 13,000 apartment house incine­ 
rators through improved controls. 
On a federal level, the Clean Air Act of 1963 
and its 1965 amendments ha. j provided new tools 
to help attack the pollution that fouls the air we 
breathe. 
In a message of last Feb. 23, Presi­ 
dent Johnson declared: “ We have begun to coun­ 
ty* air pollution by increasing the tempo of ef­ 


forts at all levels of government. 
Cleansing the air will require great cooperation 
among governmental units. It will demand also 
the willing assistance - and abnegation 
from 
present processes - of private industry. The 
conferences that are coming up offer promises 
in that direction.

The need for painstaking investigation in police 
work and why poor and friendless people are 
afraid of law enforcement officers is illustrated 
by a case of mistaken identity in Des Moines, 
Iowa. 
The incident caused Robert S. Burlingame, 
formerly a newscaster for radio station WHO 
to live under a cloud of a false bank robbery 
for four months. 
Burlingame never despaired because 
his 
friends stood loyally by him. ' He was able to 
post bail and obtain his release from custody. 
The Iowan was arrested by a federal bureau 
of investigation agent on the basis of his re­ 
semblance to a composite sketch based 
on 
w itnesses’ description of the bank robber. 
A 
bank teller identified him but subsequent events 
proved that this witness was mistaken. 
Burlingame was charged with the crime and 
released on $10,000 bail 
despite the fact that 
careful checking would have shown that he was 
not in the city and could not have robbed the 
bank. 
Months later the charge was dropped when a 
more thorough investigation proved that he was 
innocent. 
Granting that this was an exceptional case, it 
is a good question what would have happened to 
Burlingame had he been a poor man without 
friends or money. 
He would, at the minimum, 
have spent three months in jail in addition to 
the mental punishment he endured as a sus­ 
pected man. 
It would be comforting to believe that in any 
event he would have been freed by due process 
of the law but the innocent have been punished 
in this country before. 
It can always happen again even though in a 
majority of cases the guilty are brought 
to 
justice and in other exceptional cases they go 
free.

Civil rights leaders have, un­ 
derstandably, denounced

they warn that this will bring

Washington Merry- Go - Round

WASHINGTON - The wheels 
of Justice turn slowly, but they 
do turn lf sufficiently prodded 
by the press. 
Almost two years ago - Jan. 
16, 1965 
to be exact - this 
column revealed that the Navy 
had sold 48 landing gear struts 
for only $11,700 but bought back 
the same struts three months 
later for $230,000. 
"The middlemen who bought 
the struts from the Navy, and 
sold them 
back to the Navy, 
made a profit of 1,900 per cent 
in only three months time,” 
the column reported. 
The column gave details as to 
how the struts were purchased 
from the Navy by the Variety 
Cushion Company of Los Ange­ 
les, sold to the H. and ll. A ir­ 
craft 
Company of Concord, 
Calif., for $60,000, then sold 
to California Iron and Metal of 
Oakland for $198,000, which sold 
them back to the Navy for $230,- 
000. 
In October, three of the In­ 
dividuals who parlayed 
this 
tremendous 1,900 per cent pro­ 
fit were convicted. They were 
David Henderson of the H. and 
H. 
Aircraft Sales 
Company, 
Alameda; 
Martin Hewus 
of 
the Variety Cushion Company, 
El Monte, and Merle D. Lar­ 
son of Concord, all In Cali­ 
fornia. 
Each was convicted on 
one count of conspiring 
to 
make false claims to 
the 
government. 
In addition, Lar­ 
son was found guilty of making 
a false statement to 
the 
government. 
Each count car­ 
ries a possible penalty of five 
years imprisonment. 
At the time of sentencing, how­ 
ever, Judge William Swe lgert of 
tile 
U.S. 
District Court for 
Northern California made 
an 
amazing reversal. 
He 
ruled 
that the verdict reached by the 
Jury was "not sustainable” on 
the basis of the evidence pre­ 
sented, and he acquitted 
the 
three men.

23. Artificial Dentures 
(PRECEDE: The following is 
one of a series of articles be­ 
ing presented by The Daily 
Standard in cooperation with 
the Scott County Dental Soc- 
tety. 
Properly fitting dentures can 
often minimize or avoid that 
“ old age” expression. 
A facto r 
contributing to the 
“ old ^ge" look is the shrink­ 
ing of the ridges which form ­ 
erly supported the teeth, and the 
consequent coming together of 
the jaws. 
As the jaws 
come together, 
deep liijes and wrinkles appear 
about the lower part of the face. 
The lips 
become com pressed 
and protrude. The chin moves 
forward and upward. The cupid

We have be­ 
come “ old.” 
Fortunately, m illions ofpeo- 
ple have learned to wear den­

piano stool and sheet music cov­ 
ering 
most of the 
Christm as 
carols known to mankhid. 
Father, 
eyes moist in the 
emotion of giving, 
seemed 
about 
to burst with pride and 
love. But Mother, 
was very, 
very still. As 
though dazed, 
she turned away and went In 
the kitchen. Father 
followed 
her, 
closing the kitchen door 
behind him. 
I don't know what they said to 
each other. It was not for chil­ 
d ren's ears. But now, in hind­ 
sight, I can imagine Fattier ex­ 
plaining 
that 
the piano was 
only rented, 
and Mother re­ 
minding him that, rented o r not, 
tile re 
were delivery charges, 
both ways, plus 
stool rental, 
sheet music 
cost, 
and 
the 
piano 
tuner's 
fee. 
Then 
Father, 
in desperate appeal, 
saying; 
“ But 
we have a piano, in our 
own 
home, to accompany our 
own Christm as carols." 
Right then, mother must have 
pointed out 
tho 
de vast ating 
fact 
which 
Father, 
in his 
Christm as zeal, 
had 
some­ 
how ignored 
or 
overlooked; 
no one in our family knew how 
to play a piano.’ 
It was true that Mother could 
play a few old hymns haltingly, 
My sister Alice could get part 
way 
into Chopsticks. Father 
him self was good for three or 
four bars of Handel’s 
Largo. 
But that was all — absolutely 
all. 
And 
so, in appease merit for 
the piano fiasco, 
Father took 
us all to Beacon Hill to join the 
liosts of Christm as Eve carol­ 
e rs. Here was a tradition dear 
to the hearts of hundreds, young 
and old. Here the accompani­ 
ment was professional. 
And it was here, in the crowd, 
that 
Father 
came upon 
a 
long-lost friend — andbrought 
him home with us to sj'entl tlx1 
night and Christ ma - f^ay. 
Father hadn’t 
se- n Noim an 
Lovejoy for many years — not 
since their 
days 
together in 
Engineering School. But such 
chance 
reunions were — and 
are — not unusual on C hrist­ 
mas Eve 
on Beacon Hill. For 
many 
devout 
people 
travel 
far to find spiritual communion 
here in the singinr-^f carols. 
Norman Lovejoy — Uncle Nor­ 
man as we children came to 
call him — was one of them. 
His 
eyes 
were deepset and 
lonely 
his voice 
gentle. We 
felt 
his magnetism 
at once. 
His suitcase was eloouent with 
the lauded record of his wan­ 
derings; Bangkok, Valparaiso. 
Katmundu, Cairo, Manaos, S ui 
Francisco, 
Rome, 
Lourdes, 
Paris, Tangier, Delhi, London, 
Darjeeling. 
Norman Love joy’s vast career 
as a civil engineer 
explained 
some of these far places - - but 
not all. For what took him to all 
the great religious sl»rines?The 
temples and cathedrals, even to 
tile lam aseries of Tibet? Why? 
What was he seeking? 
Father and Mother knew. He 
told them In our 
house that 
night, told them how 
his wife 
and two 
children had died of 
fever In the early days of Pana­ 
ma; how the tragedy had sent 
him in search for the meaning 
of life, for the verities, for a 
ray 
of Eternal Light. Some­ 
where. Somehow. 


stand 
what this day meant to 
Uncle 
Norman. 
But then we 
children 
had no Inkling. 
We 
merely felt his magic, 
and 
the joy of being with him. And 
we felt 
what 
was almost an 
agony when it came time for 
him to go. 
The scene in our living room, 
as Uncle Norman made ready 
to depart, comes sharply to me 
through all the lamination of 
memory and tim e. Uncle Nor­ 
man 
stood by the front door. 
He had put on his overcoat and 
gloves. The 
room 
was lit­ 
tered with bridges, tunnels and 
railroad 
tracks. Hadley, 
the 
cat, 
was curled on the rug at 
the foot of the stairway. 
The 
caboose of my brother’s 
freight 
train was on the top 
stair. Father, 
as he started 
down to say goodby 
to Uncle 
Norman, didn’t see the caboose 
In time. His Instep 
caught 
the 
toy amidships. Wheels 
spun. So 
did 
Father. 
His 
descent 
was a spectacular, 
classic stair-fall. He reached 
bottom unhurt, 
but 
squarely 
on top of Hadley, who emitted 
a shriek to freeze 
the blood; 
and then, as 
Father 
rolled 
clear, Hadley - - from a stand­ 
ing start— made a superb, arc­ 


ing leap to the tippy-top of the 
Christm as 
tree. His 
paws 
clutched wildly for the Star of 
Bethlehem, 
but 
couldn’t find 
mooring. 
Falling 
backward, 
our 
beloved animal 
turned 
twice in the air and landed full 
length on the piano keyboard in 
a kind of 
four-octave 
belly- 
flopper. 
As 
the 
decibels died, Had­ 
ley found cover under a chair, 
while Father got to his feet and 
gayly rem arked; 
“ The 
lost 
chord. 
‘SOME­ 
ONE 
knows how to play our 
piano." 
Uncle Norman 
hadn’t moved 
from the front door. But now, 
with a curious, questioning look 
at Father, and then at Mother, 
he 
took a few steps 
into the 
room. 
He 
went slowly over 
to the piano. And he took off his 
gloves. 
At the first touch of his hands 
on the keyboard, Father 
and 
Mother glanced 
at each other 
in amazement. Then 
Un cli 
Norman 
began 
to play, 
and 
ti e room came alive with the 
dynamic power 
of 
Bach's 
Well - Tempered Clavichord. 
Our wonder grew. We listened, 
spellbound, gathering close to 
the piano 
and the man 
who 


played it. 
Somewhere 
in his 
search 
for unanswerables, 
this man 
had turned to music. 
And 
somewhere In his wanderings 
lie had 
learned the beauty of 
its creation, its power of com­ 
munion, 
its role In religion. 
We felt it In our hearts. 
I don’t know how 
long Uncle 
Norman played from the great 
m asterpieces of Bach, Mozart 
and Beethoven. 
I 
can just 
remember the soaring beauty 
of it, and the sudden ache In my 
throat when he 
began playing 
Christm as carols, and we were 
singing — all of us — finding 
the parts, and the room alive 
with our voices. 
Joy to the World, Silent Night, 
Hark! the Herald Angels Sing, 
and, 
most poignant of all — 
Oh, Little Town of Bethlehem. 
Now, 
remembering, I think 
Norman Lovejoy may have found 
a 
ray of what he was seeking, 
for he left behind 
him an ev­ 
erlasting light.

production since 1954. (A stan­ 
dard case Is equivalent 
to 48 
of the popular, tall I-pound cans 
of salmon.) 
Not only Is this the largest 
canned salmon production 
in 
12 years, but a sizable c a rry ­ 
over from last year's “ crop" 
is headed for the 
m arkets as 
well, reports 
USDA's 
Con­ 
sum er and Marketing Service. 
Most of this canned 
harvest 
from the sea is offered in the 
fam iliar I-pound 
can. 
This 
size can will provide anywhere 
from 2 to 6 servings--depend­ 
ing, of course, on appetites and 
on whether the salmon will be 
served plain or in a casserole- 
type dish. 
Some consum ers may find the
